Proposing an amendment to the
Constitution of Alabama of 1901, to
amend Article VIII of the Constitution of
Alabama of 1901, now appearing as
Section 177 of the Official Recompilation
of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901,
as amended, to provide that only a citizen
of the United States has the right to vote.
(Proposed by Act 2019-330)

Proposing an amendment to the
Constitution of Alabama of 1901, to
increase the membership of the Judicial
Inquiry Commission and further provide
for the appointment of the additional
members; further provide for the member-
